RHODODENDRON SPECIES 


ATROSANGUINEUM X FORTUNEI—This hybrid has not 
yet flowered. 2-3 ft., $4.00 


ATROSANGUINEUM X GRIERSONIANUM—Many of these 


seedlings have flowered now and the coloring is extremely 
brilliant in’ all. It is undoubtedly somewhat tender and 
needs a protected spot. 1-114 ft., $2.00 


RHOD. SPECIES AURICULATUM—Very late white with 
very large fragrant flowers. Not altogether hardy here. 
but manages to live and bloom with fair regularity in 
woodland sites where it has some protection from high 
winds.

BRACHYCARPUM—This hardy species from Japan is all 
_too little known in the Eastern U. S., forming well shaped 
plants with beautiful dark green foliage and late creamy 
white flowers lightly striped with pink. Have good stock 
of larger plants.

BRACHYCARPUM X DISCOLOR—Second generation seed- 
lings from a plant with lovely large pink flowers spotted 
with carmine.

DISCOLOR—This is one of the very finest exotic species 
that may be grown in our climate. It hails from West 
Central China and has been deseribed as ‘‘E. H. (Chinese) 
Wilson’s second best discovery.’’ What interests us is 
that it is hardy in our part of the world in partially 
snaded woodland sites where it opens its great white or 
pale blush blossoms in late June. Normally grows into a 
tree twelve to fifteen feet high but more often seen as 
a large shrub.

DISCOLOR HY BRIDS—Unflowered and colors unknown.

FORTUNEI—Very large blush pink fragrant flowers and 
dependably hardy with us. Another so called ‘‘tree’’ 
species that hardly reaches that stature in cultivation but 
is often tree like in habit. The corolla is seven lobed 
instead of the usual five. Rhododendron Fortunei is quite 
free from all insect damage 
this also applies to its close relatives R. discolor and R. 
decorum. All hybrids of these species seem to partake of 
these pest resistant characters to a great extent. I have 


in fact almost immune—and 





yet to observe a single lace bug or white fly on them and 
leaf eating worms rarely touch them. Fortunei itself, 
perhaps never.

We like the single flowered azaleas too but find that the 
double and hose-in-hose forms set little or no seeds and losing 
none of their vitality in seed production they are more healthy, 
vigorous and free flowering than the single sorts. So we have 


been breeding toward this objective. 
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
